Herbert Hoover is more like The- 


odore Roosevelt who felt that the 
"White House of the McKinley admin- 
istration needed to be rearranged 
and enlarged. He abandoned the of- 
fice in the upper floor of the execu- 
tive mansion and built a small ex- 
ecutive office where the tennis court 
had been. If Sir. Hoover ever has 
his way there will be an office some 
day where the present executive of- 
fices are. 
Ho wants nothing elab- 


orate and is interested In a plain 
building but with plenty of elbow 
room and plenty of air. 


LARGER PRESS QUARTERS 
Tho press has suffered .from the 


cramped quarters in the White House 
office. 
It was all right in the old 


days when three or four men stayed 
there all day to interview callers. 
Now there are 
photographers and 


movie men on duty all the time and 
about a dozen or more correspond- 
ents which number is occasionally In- 
creased, especially

days, to a hundred or so.

TO REFUNDS BY U.S. 


Hoover Orders Publication of 


All Amounts in Excess of 
.$20,000 


. Washington —W)— Publicity for 
refuridsj credits or abatements of 
income, war profits, estate or gift 
taxes, in excess of $20,000 is 
pro- 


vided in. an executive order issued 
Thursday by President Hoover. 


The order, issued upon the recom- 


mendation of Secretary Mellon and 
pursuant to provisions of tho 1028 
and 1926 tax revision laws, provides 
that the full record of such refunds 
and credits shall be open to inspec- 
tion in the office of the commissioner 
of internal revenue in Washington or 
such other office as the commissioner 
shall designate. 


In submitting the executive order 


and -regulations to the president' for 
his approval, Secretary Mellon wrote 
that congress had adopted as an 
amendment to the first deficiency ap- 
propriation act a provision which, us 
a. matter 
of legal 
interpretation, 


would require no material change 
in the procedure or practices of the 
bureau of internal revenue. 


"However, upon the assumption 


that this provision reflects an ' ex-

congressional policy,"

added, "and in order that the public

THE,DOWNFALL OF A HERO 
The report of the Italian committee 


of inquiry into the conduct of the 
Italia's polar flight by General Xobile 
iis a dramatic instance of the manner 
in which fate may make of a man a 
plaything, now borne high on waves of 
popular approval, and now, in a day, 
dashed down into the depths. 
• 


Up fo the denouement of his ill- 


fated Italia venture General Xobile 
was a'hero to the Italian people, in a 
degree almost comparable with Lind- 
bergh's'standing in this country. Xow 
he is not only held responsible for the 
loss 'of. the Italia by faulty manage- 
ment, but his consenting to be rescued 
by the/Swedish, aviator Lundborg in 
"advanceof his companions is declared 
to have been without "acceptable jus- 
tification," though an explanation of 
his weakness might be sought in the 
strain of the situation. To make the 
rebuke more telling by contrast, the 
Italia's pilot, Captain Mariano, and 
'navigator, Captain Zappi, are praised 
and a fitting tribute is paid to the 
"generous sacrifice" of Amundsen and 
his gallant companions. 


Frpm the tone and temper of this 


report, one may infer that Xobile 
might Have escaped the criticism of his 
compatriots for his conduct of the ex- 
pedition if.he had not made the costly 
blunder of accepting rescue, leaving 
behind him the companions of his long 
vigils.on the ice. The Italian nation is 
dominated by a regime which teaches 
emulation of the old Roman virtues of 
valor and self-sacrifice and is therefore 
sensitive to instances of timidity or in- 
decision. Mobile's yielding to Lund- 
borg's insistence, whatever the exten- 
uating circumstances, was a fatal error. 


.The result of this inquiry has justi- 


fied the position of those who held 
that judgment should be suspended 
upon the Nobile case until his own 
countrymen -had probed it. There has 
been no attempt at whitewashing a 
national hero of the-first rank. Quite 
"the contrary. A downfall for a hero 
more swift or more disastrous can 
scarcely be imagined.

abroad, and "there is not the slightest 
danger of losing that supremacy be- 
cause of talking'pictures." Such a de- 
velopment will be 'fine for Americans. 
It will make travel easier. We love to 


^.travel in foreign countries, and seldom 


take the trouble to learn foreign lan- 
guages. It will greatly facilitate our 
foreign trade, too. It will steadily en- 
large the demand-abroad for American 
literature. 


But the prospect puts a large re- 


sponsibility on our writers, producers 
and actors. If we arc going to teach 
the world to speak English, we may 
have to be a little more careful about 
our English.

WHITNEY'S INVENTION 


One hundied and thirty-five years ago today, 


on March 14, 1794, Eli Whitney secured a patent 
on the cotton gin and laid the foundation for the 
Civil War. 


Xo single factor in our history has had a 


greater effect upon the political and economic 
life of tho nation than the invention of this me- 
chanical means to separate the seed from cotton 
fibre. Before its invention, from eight to ten 
hours work were required to clean one pound of 
cotton. Since one field hand could produce about 
2,500 pounds in a good season, it took 25 slaves 
working'100' dqys to get his output ready for 
market. Hence,' no cotton was exported before 
the introduction' of Whitney's gin. Tho year after 
however, Jl.SOO.OOO pounds were exported and the 
year following, 5,250,000 pounds. 


The south isoon found cotton growing to be its 


most important industry. Slaves became increas- 
ingly in demand to grow it and thus began dif- 
ferences between the north and south which re- 
sulted In the Civil War.

ers. 


While the governor he worked ar- 


dently for better rural grade schools. 
" "By educating the farm youth of 
the land, we will enable them to 
better their condition economically 
and the entire country will benefit," 
be said many times. 
1 During the Hyde regime in Mis- 
souri, the state agricultural college, 
which Is a part of the University of 
Missouri, received only moderate fi- 
nancial support at the hands of the 
state, but it was hardly the fault of 
the governor. Political exigencies de- 
manded that state expenses and 
state appropriations be kept to a

closes Secret of New Fiber 
for Textile Industry 


London—How a little bird in Brit- 


sh Guinea gave promises to free 
England from dependence upon cot- 
.on for her textile Industries, was 
revealed in a recent announcement 
.hat between three and four million 
pounds of "artificial cotton" would 


ready for the British spinners 


next July. 


Eight years ago research workers 


n British Euinea saw a small bird 
uiilding its nest of a, material that 
o>krd like cotton. Upon investiga- 
4.ion they found that the bird was 
snthormg a curious plant, stripping 
it. and working it into fiber. 


They immediately gathered'Seeds 


'ird loots of tho plant-and introduced 
t to nngl.md. whore hi tho poor soils 
>f Sussex and E««ox counties it made 
i wonderful growth. 


This new fiber can be 
worked 


n the existing cotton machinery. Its 
r.rns cnn be blended with silk, wool 
or ravon. and it appears to be well 
•suited for the British "coarse count" 
rxtiles. It takes the most delicate 
dves and ha"* the added advantage of 
ibsorbing a third less than does real 
cotton. 


British textile manufacturers are 


expected to take a great interest in 
:his new material, for the price has 
icen fixed at twelve cents- a pound, 
eight cents under the present price 
of cotton.. 


It Is believed that in a few years 


England will be Independent of other 
countries for its cotton to be used 
in the coarse count textiles. "What 
effect this new material will have 
on the American cotton farmers is 
difficult to foresee at this time.

DRY TREATMENT OF 
SEED RECOMMENDED 


BY FARM COLLEGE 


Liquid Treatment Often Re- 


sults in injury to Germina- 
tion, Farmers Warned 


Madison—OP)—Prohibition is even 


finding its way into the treatment of 
seed grain for the dry method is 
preferred. 


For more than a quarter of a cen- 


tury the treatment of seed grain 
has been a recognized practice. The 
material first used, according to 
R. B. Vaughan, of the Wisconsin col- 
lege of agriculture, was a solution of 
formaldehyde for 
the control of 


stinking smut in wheat, smut In oats 
and covered smut in barley. It was 
somewhat effective in controlling 
barley stripe. 


Under 
some 
conditions, 
Mr. 


Vaughan said, the liquid treatments 
resulted in injury to germination 
and in all cases were objected to be- 
cause of water. This caused the 
grain to swell and made it subject to 
injury from heating and freezing un- 
less conditions of drying and seeding 
svero just right. 


The reason for seed treatment can 


be better explained, experts explain- 
ed, if the location of the fungus 
germ that starts the trouble is given 
consideration. In wheat, the stink- 
ing smut spores are on tho surface 
of seed coats or bran; in oats, the 
smut spores are caught between the 
hull and bran, and the same is true 
in the covered smut spores of bar- 
ley. However, in barley stripe and in 
tlie scan or head blight of all small 
grains, infection is in form of fun- 
gus threads which have penetrated 
the bran as well as hulls and are on 
the inside. 


"Tlie ideal In a grain disinfectant 


is to have something that will kill 
the fungus and not injure the ger- 
mination. Mr. Vaughan &adi.

and dusts formed partly of volatile 
mcH-ury . 


FAVOR DLST TREATMENT

successful that we are looking for- 
ward to an extensive farm trial of 
them this year." 


In applying the dust treatment to 


small grains there are certain cau- 
tions to be observed. A closed con- 
tainer for mixing the dust and grain 
must be provided as it is not suffi- 
cient to mis the dust in the seed 
drill.

30-gallon oil drum provided with a 
four foot pipe axis run diagonally 
fiom the edge of the head on one 
end to the opposite, edge of tlie oth- 
er head.

Tallahassee, Fla.—OP)—The cattle 


tick, defying eradication 
at 
the 


hands of state and federal agencies, 
has been harbored by the palmetto 
brush since the days of the Spanish 
conquest. 


At the zenith of her power and 


eager to dominate the new world, 
Spain fatnt colonists to Tlorlda — 
and with them, cattle. The cattle 
brought the ticks, but nobody got 
excited 'about it then. Ticks on a 
Spanish cow were as much a part 
of her anatomy as hooves and horns. 


In time the colonists moved west- 


ward, taking their cattle. After a 
time beef cattle moving into 
the 


north from Texas began dying on 
the trail. Ticks were found on the 
dead ones and animal specialists 


concluded th« ticks were to blam«. 
They became dvlinitcly 
with "Texas fever," and today Flor- 
ida and the federal government to- 
gether are spending {400,'JOO a year 
to drive the insect from the state. 


The tick is a parasite that de- 


rives Its living principally from the 
blood of cattle. Tests have been 
made with a 1000-pound steer .whic 
bhow that In a 12-months period 
ticks suck 200 pounds of blood from 
the animal. At no one time in that 
period did the steer have more than 
50 pounds of blood 
in 
its 
veins, 


which means that each three months 
the animal had to replenish its en- 
tiro blood supply to feedx the para- 
sites. 


All southern states infested with 


the "Texas fever tick" are making 
an effort to free themselves, princip- 
ally by dipping their cattle in vats 
of chemical solution and then turn- 
ing them on tick-free 
pastures. 


Freedom from the tick Is expected 
to give the south* a profitable beef 
Industry.

Naval Aviation's Need 


Is More Sea Carriers 


Dr REAR AD>L W. A. MOFFETT 


Washington —(JP)— One of the 


navy's greatest needs, U not 
the 


greatest, is additional aircraft car- 
riers to make possible tactical em- 
ployment of airplanes in large num- 
bers at sea. 


Until recently we had -'but one 


small ahftraft carrier, the Langlcy, 
to carry out tactical operations. Now 
with the Saratoga and Lexington 
added to the fleet, we are able to 
delve further into solution of 'naval 
avlation'8 stiffest problem, but we 
still are handicapped when we com- 
pare our resources with those 'of 
foreign naval powers. 


Airplanes are comparatively use- 


less at sea today without adequate 
• &eu landing fields" froai v.'UIv;!* to 
operate. It has been Impossible to 
solve the 
problems of employing 


airplanes for war purposes without 
adequate carriers. 
The Lexington 


and Saratoga have made possible a 
broadening of our knowledge along 
these lines, but we must have many 
more carriers to obtain the greatest 
benefit from seaplanes. 


Great Britain has acquired many 


years of experience and much valu- 
able data on the tactical employ- 
ment of planes at sea because her 
navy has had five carriers in use 
since the war, all of them fast, mod- 
ern vessels of fleet speed over 21 
knots, whereas our Langley has a 
speed of only 14 knots. 


With the commissioning of 
the 


"Glorious" soon Great Britain's air- 
craft carrier tonnage will be boost- 
ed to 107,550 while we have but 
three carriers—one of them absoletc 
—with a total tonnage of 78,700. Ja- 
pan has three carriers, all capable 
of keeping up with and operating 
with her battle fleet. • 


It is unthinkable even to consider 


the retirement of the Lexington and 
Saratoga from active service because 
of their operation expense. Although 
\ve have had them in commission on- 
ly a few months and it is difficult to 
ascertain* their exact cost of opera- 
tion, it is safe to say that their ex- 
pense is little more than a battle- 
ship, of which we have 18 as com- 
pared to two carriers. 


The lessons we are learning from 


the operation 
of planes from the 


decks of these cariers are beyond 
the realm of valuation by the best 
experts today. 
Their incalculable 


value will never be realized fuly un- 
til future generations 
find 
them- 


selves in a world revolutionized by 
aviation. 
Any expense would be 


justified.

This size carirer Is the logical de- 
velopment in floating bases for our 
planes. Since we are limited on the

which to operate, rnmjiy smaller car- 
riers should 
prove more valuable 


than a few of the 33,00 ton eise. 


Some of the most difficult prob- 


lems 
facing 
those of us charged 


with the development of naval avia- 
tion are fast 
being solved. 
Our 


greatest need at the present time 
is additional carriers. S»*ow that the 
cruiser bill has been passed, we hope 
Uiui congress will authorize lour ad- 
ditional carriers at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, thus completing the 
carrier tonnage allowed under the 
limitation of armaments treaty and 
putting us on a basis of equality 
with other powers.

Back Yard Garden Needs 


Pruning In Spring Time 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Tbb b the 


fourth article of a series on "Plan- 
ning and Planting for Spring."

written for The Appleton Post-Cres- 
cent. • 


BY ROMAINE B. WARE 


Pruning to most gardeners brings 


thoughts of the fruit 'trees that must 
be cut back each year to get 
the 


best results, but spring pruning in 
the back yard garden Is just as im- 
portant. One of-the greatest sources 
of the decline in rose bushes is in 
the fact that few gardeners under- 
stand pruning them. They must be 
pruned regularly if they- tin? to tlo 
their best. 


The pruning of shrubs In the yard 


Is done for but two purposes: 
to 


keep the bush within bounds and to 
remove deadwood or branches that 
Interfere. This pruning should be 
done as soon as possible after the 
shrub, is through flowering. Shrubs 
that do not flower may be pruned at 
most any season, though spring or 
fall Is generally the time to do it. 
In pruning make clean cuts, leav- 
ing no stubs. Shrubs that flower in 
the spring should be pruned as soon 
as their blossoms fade. If you prune 
them in the.faU or early spring you 
will' remo.ve.the. branches that will 
give the bloom.. 


Pruning roses is a study in itself 


and .if you .want to grow really fine 
roses it.will pay to study the sub- 
ject well. The hybrid teas, our most 
common class of bedding roses, need 
to be pruned severely each spring. 
Most of .them should be cut back to 
within six or eight inches of 
the 


ground. .AH weak branches should 
be-removed entirely and the strong- 
er ones .cut back to not more than 
three buds. The. more severely you 
prune the bushes in the spring, the 
better quality of flowers you 
may 


expect. Light pruning means more 
flowers of a poorer quality. Cut out 
all branches that grow toward the 
center of the plant so that, the air 
and sunlight may reach all parts of 
the bush. 


Climbing roses should be pruned 


only just after flowering, when the 
wood of the current year should be 


removed. At that time the climbing 
rose is putting out great quantities 
of new wood from the base of the 
plant which is the blooming wood 
for the next spring. 
Xone of this 


new wood should be cut off at any 
time, for to do so is to cut off the 
blooms. 
i 


Pruning to keep shrubs within 


bounds may be done at most any 
time. 
The good gardener is at it 


continually, the effect is not noticed, 
but the gardener who makes remov- 
als spoils the "picture effect' of the 
shrubs.
